Analyze the coverage that women's liberation gets in the press. 

Prepare a tape or radio script to express a concept about v;omen , 
e.g. "a v;oman"s place is in the home;" •'Equal work, equal pay" ; 
"Man's world. Woman's place." 

Maintain a diary or journal in v;hich the main focus will be feel ^ . 
ings, thoughts and events that pertain to sex roles - i.e. house- 
hold chores . 

Collect and analyze advertisements which create a "feminine mystique**. 
Have students explain hov; the advertisements exploit or insult 
v;omen. 

Look i;f reviews of books written by v/omen. 

Questions for inquiry and discussion:
